Urgent That Public Speak Out 
In Support Of County Zoning 

Much misinformation and distortion are being 
circulated on the Madison county zoning proposal 
and unless supporters begin making themselves 
heard, the whole program may be in jeopardy. We 
urge that they speak up. 

Opponents have every right to be heard at the 
public hearings. In fact, this is one of the major 
purposes of the hearings. The final zoning plan 
then will be altered to include many of the changes 
suggested by the public. 

However, repeated indulgence by some spec¬ 
tators in personalities, misrepresentation, verbal 
abuse and even threatened physical abuse is un¬ 
called for. It leads to suspicion that an attempt is 
being made to raise a cloud of uncertainty and feer 
in place of facts. And the facts clearly show that 
zoning does not unduly restrict property owners 

Even more ludicrous—if it were not so effec¬ 
tive in swaying uninformed audiences-is the con¬ 

tention that zoning will ba cosdy to taxpayers. 
The reverse is true, since zoning can unlock the 
door to growth and greater sharing of the tax 
burden. 

Many people know that zoning is vital to this 
community and the county. But few of them are at¬ 
tending the hearings, where expression of their 
views can do the most good. Remaining hearings 
are scheduled at Worden and Hamel at 3 and 
7 p.m. tomorrow, respectively, Livingston and Al¬ 
hambra at 3 and 7 p.m. Dec. 27, St Jacob and 
Marine at 3 and 7 p.m. Jan. 2, Edwardsville and 
Fort Russell township at 3 and 7 p.m. Jan. 3, 
Nameoki and Collinsville at 3 and 7 p.m. Jan. 9, 
Wood River and Godfrey at 3 and 7 p.m. Jan. 10 
and Chouteau and Venice at 3 and 7 p.m. Jan. 1 6.

ture growth—for all expansion presently is stopped 
by order of the Illinois Sanitary Board. 

The proposal is substantial in cost, as might 
have been expected after so many years of insuffi¬ 
cient attention to drainage-pollution problems, but 
the benefits are equally substantial, if not more so. 
And the financing plan, which includes $7,525,- 
000 revenue bonds and $2,400,000 Federal and 
Levee District aid, contemplates that only users 
of the system who are benefitted will pay for it— 
estimated at $3.40 per month for the average 
householder (present monthly payments includ¬ 
ed), more for larger users such as business and 
industry. 

The $9,925,000 total program offers Granite 
Cityans these specific advantages: 

1. Citywide separation of storm water and 
sanitary sewers (the obsolete combined system 
in older parts of Granite City will be modernized 
to meet requirements laid down by Illinois in the 
last few years for new sewers). 

2. Elimination of sewer back-ups which have 
caused serious health hazards and costly damage 
to many homes, businesses and industries. No 
longer will the leaky or open drain plug be a men¬ 
ace—or even a worry. 

3. Treatment of all sanitary sewage (via 
the separated system) at a cost $1,700,000 less 
than would have been possible under the out¬ 
moded combined system. 

4. Adequate drainage for storm water, thus 
preventing effluent back-up and overflow in the 
Nameoki sanitary sewer area during rains when 
the old combined sewers are full. This contamina¬ 
tion now spreads over streets, yards and into the 
open drainage ditch leading to Horseshoe Lake. 

These benefits—and others-hinge on the 

city council's approval of the citizen committee's 
recommendation — a recommendation that is 
thoroughly documented by comprehensive engi¬ 
neering and financial data. There is urgency in 
the proposal, too, for until the city takes definitive 
action, extension of sewers for new homes or 
buildings is prohibited by the Illinois Sanitary 
Board's order. Adoption of an ordinance to pro¬ 
ceed will immediately lift this restriction. 

While the $9,925,000 program is not as com¬ 
plete as the original $16 million proposal, which 
Gov. Otto Kerner killed by his surprise veto of 
$ 10 million aid from the East Side Levee and 
Sanitary District, it is the best solution available. 

For the health and general welfare of all 
Granite Cityans. for the future growth and well¬ 
being of this community, it should be pushed ahead 


Uniformity Of Tavern Hours Still 
The Basic Issue Facing County Board 

Tavern hour action scheduled for Wednesday 
by the Madison County Board of Supervisors will 
be in the public interest only if it fosters uniformity 
of closing hours between unincorporated areas and 
cities. This point must not be overlooked in the 
whirl of petitions, conflicting comments and talk of 
a compromise. 

Beset from both sides by advocates of early 
and late closing, board members might look for a 
middle course to follow. But, in reality, there can 
be no sound guidepost other than uniformity. This 
is the basic issue, not how much sales tax revenue 
is earned, what hours shift workers prefer to drink 
or even the moral aspects involved. 

Most cities in this area have a 1 a.m. tavern 
closing law, the same as the county's former clos¬ 
ing hour. Unless this is restored, the unincorporated 
section could become a late-hour hangout for all- 
night drinkers, troublemakers and hoodlums from 
cities and from areas outside Madison county.
